In addition to the above, it should be re- 
marked, that most medicines are given in 
such doses as may be exhibited two, three, 
or four times a day, as circumstances may 
indicate; observing that Emetics, Cathartics, 
Anodynes, and some others {when intended 
to have a full and immediate effect) should 
be given in such quantity as may not require 
2 repetition. Among the latter, Opium claims 
vur chief attention, and perhaps demands 
greater consideration than any other article 
in the Materia Medica. This valuable drug 
is now become so familiar to us, that the 
most 1gnorant conceive themselves qualified 
to administer it; whereas the longest expe- 


rience and most accurate observation, are 


probably not more than sufficient to ascertain 
its effects, in different constitutions and dif-

| AMENORRH@EA, An ;ntercagtion of the men- 
strual flux is not so often the cause as the 
effect of other disorders; consequently the 
cure must chiefly be directed to the removal 
of the primary complaint. 

If plethora prevails, accompanied with 
head-ach, heat and restlessness, bleed in the 
arm or foot, prescribe cooling purgatives, 
low diet and sufficient exercise, aſterwards 
tinctura hellebori nigri, t inctura aloes, ex- 
tractum sabinæ, &c. In pale cachetic habits 
order aloetics, bark, bitters and chalybeates. 
In both cases gentle exercise, bathing the 
feet, ligatures about the thighs, ſomenting 
the abdomen and sitting over the steams of 
hot water are proper: emetics, small doses 
of mercurials, electric sparks, or sending 
gentle shocks through the pelvis are oſten 
efficacious. Some recommend madder as a 
specific, taken in scruple or half-dram doses 
two or three times a day.

With these symptoms there occur consider- 
able thirst, difficulty of breathing, costive- 
ness, obstructed perspiration, languor, cough, 
hectic fever, urine voided in small quantity, 
of a high colour, and depositing on cooling 
a copious reddish sediment. It would appear 
that the water of anasarcous swellings is 
more readily communicated to the cavity of 
the thorax and lungs, than to the abdomen, 
or the viscera contained in it. 

The internal remedies. are pointed .out 
under the article Dropsy, The external con- 
sists in drawing off the water by small punc-. 
tures, in some part of the lower extremities, 
barely reaching the cellular texture; by 
blisters applied to them; by pea issues made 
with caustic a little below the knees; by 
friction with the flesh brush or warm flannels; 
and supporting the tone of the vessels by 

bandages, or laced 'stockings. When the 
skin is wounded in any of these operations, 


care must be taken to obviate gangrene hy 
spirituous fomentations and proper digestives.

Sooner or later after impure 
coition, the glans becomes affected with a 
slight degree of inflammation, accompanied 
with itching and some degree of tenderness, 
followed by one or more small pustules con- 
taining a transparent fluid, which $hortly 
after becomes white or yellowish ; these soon 

break and form corroding ulcers (sometimes 

distinct, sometimes running together) foul 
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and sloughy at the bottom, with callous pro- 


tuberant ash coloured edges, attended with 


soreness, pain and inflammation; the matter 
discharged is variable in appearance; it is 
usually of a dirty green colour, oſten tinged 
with red, the consistence thin and the quan- 
tity large in proportion to the size of the 


sores. Chancres, however, appear occasion- 
ally over all the external parts of generation, 


the whole scrotum, penis, and even above 
the pubes. In women they occur chiefly on 
the under parts of the labia pudendi, on the 
nymphæ, clitoris, perineum and entrance of 
the vagina and urethra; but they are seldom 
found entirely within these passages. 
Together with the internal use of mercury 
(as pointed out under the article Syphilis) due 


attention must be paid to external remedies ; 


these consist in keeping the parts perfectly 
clean with a solution of muriated quicksilver 
(in the proportion of a grain to eight ounces 
of water) and the application of caustie; or 
dressing with ointments of red nitrated quick- 
silver, calomel, or verdigris. If inflammation 
runs high, general blood letting will become 


necessary, and the application of leeches con- 


tiguous to the diseased parts; if mortification 
takes place, mercurials should be discontinued 
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(till the gangrenous parts are removed) and 
the disease treated as under that article. Tf 
hæmorrhagy occurs, from the large arteries of 
the penis being corroded thereby, it may be 
relieved by passing a fillet round the penis, 
after a leaden or silver tube has been inserted 
into the urethra, See Phimosis, Paraphi- 
mosis and Syphilis. 


Crnicken Pox. Chilliness, heat, lassitude, 


cough, sleep interrupted, loss of appetite and 
Slight fever. It may be distinguished from 
small pox by the eruption appearing about 
the third day; by the matter in the pustules 
remaining fluid and never acquiring the pro- 
per colour or consistence of pus; and by their 
being always formed into crusts in three or 
four days from their first appearance. The 
Swine Pox differs from this only in name. 


This disease 1s scarcely ever attended with 


danger; and all that seems necessary to the 


cure is a proper regimen, with the use of 
diluents, and gentle cooling purgatives. 


CrnilBLAINS. Small shining tumors on the 


fingers, toes or heels, at first of a whitish 
colour and afterwards livid or blue, with vio- 


lent itching, considerable pain and sometimes 
ulceration. When they break in the heels 


they are called Kibes. They are generally 
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occasioned by the sudden application of heat

Y CniLDBIRTH, In natural and easy labours, 


after the woman is safely delivered and the 
placenta gently taken away, little more will 
be requisite than to keep her quiet and pro- 
cure sleep; with which intention opiates, if 
necessary, may be ordered. Some attention 
should be paid to the state of the lochia; if 
redundant it may be lessened by tonics and 
astringents; if deficient, or obstructed, gentle 
evacuations and plentiful dilution will be 
proper, and also fomentations to the affected 
parts, together with the use of castor, or 
other uterine remedy. But a suppression of 
this discharge is frequently a symptom of 
Puerperal Fever. There are also other dis- 
eases incident to the child-bed state, such as : 
yncope, flooding, aflerpains, inflammation of 
the womb und breasts, Sore nipples, weed, milk 
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fever, miliary and puerperal fevers, for the 
treatment of which see the respective articles, 


Cnuincoucn. This disease at first assumes the 


appearance of a Catarrh, and under thi, 
form it continues for several days; about the 
second or third week it puts on the peculiar 
characteristic symptom, a convulsive cough, 
which after many exspiratory motions pecu- 
liar to coughing, is followed by a sonoron; 
inspiration, producing an effort to vomit, in 
consequence of a viscid mucus lodged about 
the trachea, bronchia and fauces, and adhering 
too close to be freely expeciorated. Though 
this disease frequently occurs without pyrexia, 
yet slight febrile affections are frequently ob- 
servable. 

As this complaint will generally run its 
course (from one to three months or more) 
little farther is to be expected from medicine 
than an alleviation of the symptoms. The 
indications, however, are either to obviate its 
fatal tendency when violent, or to shorten 
ite duration when the symptoms are mild. 
I inflammation or fever require, bleed and 
give gentle emetics of ipecacuanha or tar- 
tarised antimony; the bowels must be kept 
open by gentle laxatives, and the cougb 
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mitigated by demulcents and antispasmodics 
or opiates; blisters and diaphoretics are fre- 
quently serviceable. In the second stage of 
the disease, when inflammation has subsided, 
the contagion ceased to act, and when the 
cough is chiefly supported by the power of 
habit, relief is only to be expected by tonics 
and antispasmodics; of the former the Peru- | 
vian bark is the most effectual; of the latter, ; 
musk, castor, hemlock and opium afford a

Cynancue MAL1GNA. This disease chiefly 
attacks children, but no age is exempt from 
it. It approaches with pyrexia, in which 
there happens an exacerbation every evening 
and a remission in the morning; the internal 
fauces are affected with uneasiness and in- 
flammation, appear tumefied, of a deep red 
colour, and soon after become covered with 

ash- coloured sloughs, which on falling off 
disclose considerable ulcerations; with these 
symptoms a coryza frequently occurs, and a 
purging of thin acrid matter. On the second 
or third day a scarlet efflorescence appears on 
the face and neck, and gradually spreads on 
the hands and lower extremities, which be- 
come somewhat stiff and swelled. The erup- 
tion generally continues four days and then 
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disappears with a desquamation of the cut. 
cle; considerable debility supervenes accom. 
panied with delirium and often with coma: 
sometimes the ulcers assume a gangrenous 
appearance, and by the introduction of a 
putrid fever the patient is taken off on the 
third day, but generally before the seventh. 
Swellings of the lymphatic glands of the 
neck, produced by an absorption of the acrid 
matter, occasionally take place, and bring 
on a fatal suſſocation. 


All evacuations, except by the skin, should 
be avoided; a gentle emetic may, however, 
be given at the commencement of the disease; 
aſter which prescribe blisters behind the ears, 
round the throat, or between the shoulders, 
with Peruvian bark, contrayerva, aromatic 
confection or other antiseptics, and gargle 
with decoctum hordei compositum, to which 

contra yerva, vinegar, myrrh, bark or muriatic 
acid may be added: to promote the separa- 
tion of the sloughs they may be touched 
slightly with a mixture of oxymel æruginis, 
in the proportion of a dram to two ounces of 
the preceding gargle: the steam of warm 
vinegar and water may be inhaled, and it 
swellings of the tonsils prevail, embrocate 
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with linimentum ammoniæ: vomiting and 
looseness should be checked and (when the 
more urgent symptoms have vanished) the 
patient restored by tonics and a nutritive diet, 
See Scarlatina, 

CVNANcRE PAROTIDEA. Pyrexia, tumor on 
one or both sides of the external fauces and 
neck, which increases till the fourth day and 
then begins to decline, at which period the 
testicles in the male sex, and the breasts in 
the female, become affected with swellings, 
which are often large, hard and painful. 

If inflammation requires, bleed and purge; 
little more, however, is necessary than to avoid 
cold and keep the parts warm with flannel, 
occasionally rubbing with linimentum ammo- 
Liæ, or other volatile embrocation: should 
febrile symptoms arise, on the swellings of 
the breasts or testicles receding, and threaten 
an affection of the brain, it will be proper, 
by warm fomentations, to bring back the 
swelling, or to obviate the consequence of 
its absence by vomiting, bleeding or blistering. 

CYNANCHE PHARYNGEA. This is distin- 
guished from Cynanche Tonsillaris in nothing 
but an inflammatory affection of the Pharynx; 
consequently the same method of cure is in- 
dicated. 
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Cynancas ToNs1iLarls. Tumor and in. 
flammation of the tonsils, velum and uvyl:, 
attended with difficult deglutition, pain shoot. 

ing towards the ear, clamminess of the mouth 
and throat, difficult excretion of mucus, and 
pyrexia: it terminates commonly by resolu- 
tion, nen by suppuration, seldom by 
gangrene. 

If inflammation runs high bleed, vomit, 
purge and apply leeches to the external 
fauces: blisters and rubefacients are often 
serviceable, as also the vapour of warm 
water and vinegar received into the mouth; 
which, with astringent or acidulated gargles 
commonly finish the cure. 
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CVYVNANCRE TRACHEALIS. Inflammation of 
the glottis, larynx or upper part of the H 
Trachea, accompanied with pyrexia, difficult | 
respiration, a peculiar ringing sound of the 
voice, and a sense of stricture about the 
larynx, which sometimes obstructs the passage 
of the air, and terminates the patient's life, 
by a fatal suffocation: the disease, however, 
is not common. 

Treat as in the Cynanche Tensillaris, em- 
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ploying, on the first appearance of the symp- 
toms, the most powerful remedies against

DEAFNESS. In this complaint the treatment 
must be diversified according to the causes an 
which it depends. If it proceeds from cold 
or inflammation, treat as under those articles, 
and use the pediluvia: if from nervous affec- 
tions, apply blisters and prescribe tonics and 
antispasmodics: if from hardened wax, or a 
deficiency thereof inject, or drop into the 
car, oil of almonds, and if necessary syringe: 
if from relaxation of the tympanum, drop a 
little warm brandy into the ear; if from 


plentiful dilution and opiates occasionally if 
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ulcers, order injections with tincture of myrrh 
and honey: if from insects getting into the 
meatus, throw in warm oil or water, or the 
fumes of tobacco. Electricity and sternuta- 
tories have frequently been successful in dif- 
ferent cases where the cause has not been 
evident.

An increased 
action of the peristaltic motion, in the whole 
or a considerable part of the intestinal 
canal, may be considered as the proximate 
cause of this disease. 
When this evacuation is an effort of nature 

to relieve the constitution from some offend- 
ing matter it should not be checked but with 
caution; on all occasions the cure should be 
commenced with the plentiful administration 
of diluents and demulcents; diaphoretics are 
frequently serviceable, and it is likely that the 

beneficial effects of vomiting depend both on 

its causing a determination to the skin, and 
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promoting an inversion of the peristaltic 
motion; should the continuance of the com- 
plaint tend to weaken the system by evacua- 


ting the healthy humours, it may be suppres- 
sed by vegetable astringents and opiates, the 
latter being particularly serviceable in re- 
lieving pain and quieting irritation, whether 
administered by the mouth or injection : 
acids should in general be avoided, except 
in putrescent and colliquative purgings, when 
ripe fruits and antisepties will become highly 
proper.

buy a sense of weight and anxiety in the parts. 

When gangrene takes place it manifests itself 

by a sudden remission of pain, while the 
pulse continues frequent, becomes consider— 
ably weaker and is accompanied with other 
marks of an increasing debility in the whole 
system. | 
Resolution must be attempted by large and 
repeated bleedings early in the disease; by 
| blistering on the parts affected; by fomenta- 
tions, the semicupium and frequent emollient 
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glysters; should these last fail to open the 
bowels, recourse must be had to castor oil, 
or some neutral salt given by the mouth; It 
frequently occurs that medicines in a liquid 
form are rejected by vomiting; in this case 
mild cathartics must be given in pills. Opiates 
are sometimes of service, but they should 
not be given till the inflammatory symptoms 
have sufficiently subsided, unless when indi- 
cated with purgatives to obviate the irritation 
they are so apt to occasion in this complaint. 
Should gangrene supervene recourse must be 
had to the bark and other antiseptics admi- 
nistered by the mouth and injection.

EPILEPSY. The attacks of this disease some- 
times come on without any warning; but 
generally the patient has notice of their ap- 
proach; the pulse becomes languid, the 
countenance pale, unusual drowsiness and 
stupor precede them, and often a sensation 
as if a stream of cold air was ascending from 
the extremities towards the head; at length 
he loses suddenly all sense and voluntary 
motion and is thrown with convulsions to the 
ground, gnashes his teeth, froths at the mouth, 
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and is variously distorted, while the muscles 
of the lower jaw are also affected and shut 
the mouth with considerable force: When 
the violence of the paroxysm is over the 
person remains ſor some time without motion, 
is in a state of insensibility, and under the 
appearance of a sound sleep. These are the 
circumstances that especially mark the 
disease; but the symptoms are generally well 
. known. 

If it arises from a plethoric state of the 
= system, this must be obviated by exercise 
and abstinence; should this be neglected, 
the recurrence of the paroxysms must be 
watched and prevented by blood-letting; 
it is seldom, however, that this remedy 1s ad- 
missible; a state of debility commonly pre- 


vails which requires warm, nervous and atte-

EIS TAXIS. Hæmorrhagy from the nose in cer- 


tain diseases, where there is a determination 
of blood to the vessels of the head, is gene- 
rally of a salutary tendency and should not 
be checked with incautious hurry; as fre- 
quently occurring, however, it constitutes a 
disease and requires considerable attention. 
In young persons the hæmorrhagy may be 
considered as purely arterial; but in the de- 
cline of life it manifests a venous plethora in 
the vessels of the head. The repetition of 
it is to be obviated chiefly by such a regimen 
as may prevent. a plethoric state, and if 
necessary by purging and occasional blood 
letting; should it nevertheless come on and 


flow profusely it will be proper to moderate 


or suppress it: for this purpose the patient 
should be placed in somewhat of an erect- 
posture, and his legs immersed in warm 
water; both his nostrils may be pressed close, 
directing him to breathe only through his 
mouth, while cloths dipped in cold water. or

ERYSITETAS. This disorder approaches with

| shining redness, accompanied with a consider- 
| able turgescence thereof as also of the eye- 
lids, which are often closed up by the swel— 
ling; with these symptoms the pulse becomes 
frequent, full, and hard, and the hot stage is 
commonly attended with delirium or even 
coma, and sometimes with difficult respiration. 
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When the swelling and redness have con- 
tinued some time, blisters containing a trans- 
parent liquor are formed upon the part, and 
on such places as are not thus affected, a 
desquamation of the cuticle takes place: 
sometimes the delirium and coma go on in- 
creasing and the patient dies apoplectie on 
the seventh, ninth or eleventh day: when 
these symptoms do net occur the disease is 
seldom attended with danger. 

The only remedies to be trusted to are 
blood letting and purging in proportion to 
the urgency of the symptoms, particularly 
those of pyrexia, and such as denote an af- 
ſection of the brain; together with these the 
employment of the antiphlogistic regimen is 
strongly indicated. Should the pulse grow 
languid, the swelling suddenly subside, and 
oppression or anxiety, with other marks of 
malignancy supervene, blisters to the back 
or legs, with proper cordials, will be requi-

even, INTERMITTENT. This fever consists 
of a number of paroxysms, recurring at such 
intervals as mark a tertian, quartan, or quoti- 
dian period. In the first (which is the most 
common) the interval is of- forty-eight hours; 
in the second, seventy-two, and in the last, 
twenty-four. Each paroxysm eommences 
with a degree of languor and dehility, fre- 
quent yawning and stretching, paleness of 
the face and extremities and -an apparent 
constriction of the skin over the whole body; 
to these succeed a sense of cold with violent 
shivering, a weak quick pulse, pain in the 
back and head, thirst, oppression, some dif- 
ficulty of breathing, nausea and oſten a 
vomiting of bilious matter; by degrees the 
cold goes off entirely, a heat greater than 
natural prevails over the whole body, and the 
pulse gets fuller and stronger; at length a 
moisture appears on the forehead, which 
terminates in a general sweat, and on this 
ceasing, the body and all the functions return 
to their usual state, and till the next fit the 
patient is commonly free from indisposition. 
Thus each paroxysm is divided into the cold, 
the hot and the n stage. ̃ 
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Should the pulse be very full, the ha 
plethoric and inflammatory symptoms appear, 
blood letting will be indicated; this operation, 

however, is seldom necessary; the cure may 
generally be commenced with giving an 
emetic, and ordering some proper laxative: 
after which saline draughts may be directed 
to procure regular intermissions; when this 
object is attained, a dram of bark may be 

administered every two, three or four hours 
between the paroxysms, joined- if thought 
necessary with gentian, snake root or aro- 

- matics, and adding opiates or astringents if 
it runs off by stool: where the bark disagrees 


in this form, it may be given in infusion, 
decoction, or by injection, or the extract 
may be formed into pills: in general, the 
exhibition of the bark should be brought as 
near to the time of accession as the quantity 
to be employed and the state of the patient 
stomach will allow; and to guard against 
re plase, its use should be continued at proper 
intervals. An emetic ordered an hour or two 
before the return of the fit has had good 
effects; and in many instances an oplate 
given half an hour after the formation of 
the hot stage will promote perspiration and 
shorten the paroxysm. In some desperate 
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cases à large dose of alum, or half a grain 
of cuprum vitriolatum dissolved in an ounce 
of proof spirit and given an hour or two 
before the fit has entirely prevented it. Cas-

F EVER, MiLIaRY. Shivering succeeded by 
heat, depression of spirits, anxiety, low 
quick pulse, oppression and restlessness, 
pricking sensation in the skin, followed by 
small pustules of a red or white colour 
(sometimes mixed) occupying chiefly the 
neck, back, breast and arms, and accom- 
panied with perspiration of a sour fetid smell, 
the urine pale and watery; the more urgent 
symptoms abate on the appearance of the 
eruption, which continues three, four or five 
days, and then goes off with some desqua- 
mation of the cuticle. Childbed women are 
most liable to this complaint, and in them it 
is generally occasioned by too hot a regimen, 

This disease in its mildest state is apt to 
assume a nervous or putrid type, consequently 
bleeding should not be directed but with 
great caution and when inflammatory symp- 
toms evidently demand it: light diet and a 
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cool chamber are principally to be depended 
on, together with saline draughts, occasional 
| laxatives, or gentle diaphoretics, if necessary:

. Cordials: if putrid symptoms or petechiæ 
arise, the Peruvian bark with a moderate use 
of wine, and the employment of acidulated 
liquids will be proper. 


Fever, Milk. This fever arises generally 
about the third or fourth day after delivery, 
with some degree of restlessness, unpleasant 
dreams, pain in the head, swelling and some- 
times inflammation of the breasts, chilliness 
followed by heat, pain shooting towards the 
axillæ, respiration somewhat laborious : it 
usually continues thirty-six or forty eight 
hours, and ends spontaneously by the milk 
flowing freely, by a profuse sweat, or copious 

discharge of urine.

Fever, MixeD. Inflammatory, nervous and 
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putrid symptoms are often so equally blended 
in continued fevers, that we are unable to 
refer them to any particular species: when 
this is the case they are denominated mixed, 
and the indications of cure are to be taken 
from the more pressing and prevalent symp- 
toms. 2 | 

FeveR, NERvous. Alternate chills and 
flushings, great lassitude, sighing, anxiety, 
dejection of spirits, weak, quick and irre- 
gular pulse, pain and giddiness in the head, 
oppressive breathing, nausea and retching, 
pale urine, weight and coldness in the back

| hesive brownish mucus: all the symptoms 
become aggravated towards night. After 
the seventh or eighth day the pain and heavi-

tions sometimes appear, but seldom affard 
relief. The advanced stage of this disease is 
often marked by extreme debility, trembling

and mild diaphoretics, with the liberal use of 
wine properly diluted, or in whey: the chief 
benefit is to be expected from blisters ap- 
plied in succession to different parts, begin- 
ning with the extremities, and in case of 
delirium or stupor, applying them to the 
back or head; delirium, however, attended 
with much. restlessness, and a dry skin, may 
sometimes be relieved by fomenting the ex- 
tremities: keep the boweis open with gentle 
laxatives or glysters; if diarrhoea occurs, it 
may be moderated or suppressed by mild 
astringents joined with a few drops of tinc- 
ture of opium; if aphthæ appear, order de- 
tergent gargles; if subsultus tendinum, or 


convulsions, come on, give antispasmodics, 
of which musk claims our particular consi- 
deration. When an intermission takes place, 
the bark with generous cordials should be 
freely administered, and more particularly 80 
if gangrene, in blistered or other parts, 
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should supervene. Throughout this com- 
plaint the patient should be kept calm and 
ſree from irritation; therefore restless nights 
should be carefully guarded against. On the 
solution of the fever his strength may be re- 
stored by a light nutritious diet, gentle exer- 
eise and proper tonics. 


FEVER, PUERPERAL., This complaint is ge- 


nerally, but not constantly, preceded with 
a short rigor, succeeded by heat and fre- 
quently a free perspiration, which though 
apparently relieving the symptoms, does not 
prevent the febrile paroxysms from being 
renewed with violence. It generally comes 
on about the second' or third day after deli- 
very, attended with debility, pain in the 
head, particularly above the eye-brows, and 
from the inflammation prevailing in the omen- 
tum and intestines is accompanied with sore- 
ness and swelling over the whole hypogastric 
region. With these there occur thirst, flush - 
ing of the face, anxiety, hot dry skin, high 
coloured urine, shortness of breathing, quick 
weak pulse, suppression of the lochia, nau- 
sea or vomiting, followed with frequent pu- 
trid stools. Its termination is various, but 
the eleventh day is often critical. 
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, Should inflammatory symptoms appear, 
gentle laxatives, saline draughts, glysters 
and the antiphlogistic regimen, with blisters 
to the region of the womb wall be neceſſary; 
the putrid tendency of the disease, however, 
should be kept in view, and obviated by 
bark, cordials and antiseptics; if diarrhœa 
occurs, prescribe astringents, or glysters with 
starch and tincture of opium. The early 
exhibition of emetics, followed by mild dia- 
phoretics, has frequently been of service: 
as, however, the different stages of this dis. 
order partake commonly of the inflammatory 
and putrid type, much caution should be 
used in the employment of remedies.

It is pro- 
dnced by inflammation of the pudenda, or 
acrimony of the fluids Secreted in the parts of 
generation. 

The heat and irritation must be removed 
by vegetable diet, cooling purges, refrige- 
rants, gentle anodynes, and blood- letting if. 
the pulse will bear it.

GALBANUM, gummi-resina (L. E.) Antispas- 
modic; five grains to a scruple,—Exter-- 
nally in plasters.

On its approach the inflammation and 
pain subside, the parts assume a livid or 
blackish colour, lose their tone, become 
flaccid and covered wich little bladders filled 
with yellowish or reddish ichor. 5

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hickup and frequent vomiting, particulariy 
on taking any aliment; the pulse is generally 
hard and small, debility prevails to a cons 
-derable extent, thirst, coldness of the ex- 
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tremities, sometimes syncope or convulsions; 
if suppuration occurs it may be known by 
cold shiverings, abatement of the pain; night 
'Sweats and other symptoms of hectic fever; 
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{the presence of gangrene may be discovered 
by a sudden remission of the pain, while the 


frequency of the pulse continues, and at 
the same time becomes weaker, accompanied 


with other marks of debility in the whole 
system. 

Bleed largely and repeatedly unless the 
pulse should sink considerably by the opera- 
tion; foment, and apply a large blister to the 
region of the stomach; keep the bowels open 
by gentle glysters, and frequently bathe the 
fect in warm water: the irritability of the 
stomach will not admit of internal medicines; 
if any are deemed necessary they must be 
administered by the anus; in this manner 
opiates will be found serviceable to allay the 
pain and vomiting after the inflammation has 
subsided. Emollient tepid liquids may be 
occasionally given in small quantity at a time. 
If suppuration occurs it will prove fatal unless 
the abscess opens into the cavity of the 
stomach and the pus be discharged by vomit- 
ing. When gangrene takes place it admits 
of no remedy,

As this disease generally proceeds from a 
previous inflammation of that part of the 
urethra next the glans, astringent injection:

at length painful erection, swelling of the 
testicles, phimosis or paraphimosis take place, 
The inflammation supporting the discharge is 
generally confined to the membrane of the 


urethra, and particularly that part of it next 
the extremity, of the penis: sometimes, how- 
ever, it attacks Cowper's Glands, which is 
Known by painful erections and small circum- 
scribed swellings in the perineum, sore and 
painful when touched: at others it seizes on 
the prostate gland; this may be observed 
by a sense of pain on compressing the parts 
about the rectum, and by a swelling per- 
ceivable on introducing the finger into the 
anus: on some occasions it reaches even to 
the bladder, producing severe pain in the 


region thereof, Wyeurys tenesmus and turbid 
urine. | 
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When the membrane alone of the urethra 
is affected, the most certain remedy is astrin- 
gent injections, such as a solution of alum, 
acetated ceruse, or vitriolated zinc, with or 
without opium. Should the inflammation ex- 
tend to Cowper's Gland, the prostate gland, 
or the bladder, avoid astringent injections, 
bleed, and apply leeches, fomentations, poul- 

| tices and blisters to the perineum and parts 
contiguous to the anus; order gentle laxatives, 
cooling diet, plentiful dilution, and, if the 
discharge is suppressed, its return must be 
solicited by frequent injections of warm dil, 
or decoction of lintseed and althæa; opium 
in glysters will also be serviceable in relieving 
pain and irritation. Cordee is to be obviated 
most effeQually by the application of leeches 
to the part, by opium given internally, or a 
solution of it applied externally to the penis, 
or injected into the urethra. In inflammation 
of the bladder, when the more urgent symp- 
are removed, the employment of the uva 
ursi has been of considerable benefit. See 
Phimosis, Paraphi mosis and Tes! cles Swetleds 
GovrT. Prior to the attack there occurs an unusual 
coldness of the feet and legs, with numbness, 
cramps, turgescence of the veins and sense 
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of prickling in the lower extremities; uni. 
versal languor, debility of the stomach, loss 
of appetite and flatulency: at length the 
paroxysm begins with a pain resembling that 
of a dislocated bone, in some part of one or 
both feet, commonly the ball of the great 
toe, with a sensation as if warm water was 
poured thereon, attended with cold Shivering 
and subsequent heat: after the continuance 
of the pain for twenty-four hours, it com- 
monly ceases, and the part becomes affected 
with redness and swelling, which abate in 
the course of a few days, but not without 
repeated returns of the pain and pyrexia 
every evening. Several other symptoms (well 
enough known, but too numerous to be en- 
larged on in this place) occasionally occur; 
the above, however, are sufficient to charac- 


terize what has been termed the regular gout, 
The disease is called irregular when the fits 
are uncertain, when the symptoms are 
changeable, and when the attack is made on 
the head, stomach, lungs, or other internal 
part: of this there are three varieties named 
the 1 tonic, the Retroczdent and the Miaplaced 
In the regular attack of the gout, when the 
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pain and swelling are confined to the feet, 
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little farther will be required than to cover 
the parts with flannel or wool, and to order 


a regimen adapted to the constitution of the 
patient, keeping the bowels gently open, and 
directing occasional opiates, if extreme pain 
and restlessness should indicate. When the 
irregular gout affeRs the stomach or intestines 
with pain, sickness, vomiting, &c. recourse 
must be had to the employment of aromatics, 
strong wines, or even ardent spirits; opiates 
may also be given joined with volatile alkali, 
camphor or musk; and if vomiting takes place 
it may be encouraged by draughts of warm 
wine and water, When it attacks the lungs 


and produces asthma it is to be overcome by 
_ opiates, antispasmodies and blisters applied 


to the breast or. back. When it affects the 
head with pain, vertigo, apoplexy or. palsy, 


blisters may be applied to the head and legs, 


and aromatics with volatile alkali thrown 
into the stomach. In these different cases 
of irregular gout, bathing the feet frequently 


will be of use, and bike may. be applied 
to the extremities when they are not threat- 
ened with pain. When the head and lungs

Snppressed by gentle astringents, as lime 
water, rose water, diluted vitriolic acid, 
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alum whey, &c. If it is the consequence of 
putrid diseases, Peruvian bark and acids are 
the only remedies.

HMO TYSIS. Prior to the appearance of 
blood there is a sense of weight and anxiety 
in the chest, uneasiness in breathing, pain in 
the breast or other parts of the thorax, heat 
under the sternum and a saltish taste in the 
mouth: at length the blood is thrown out 
from the mButh; and that it proceeds from 
the lungs and not the stomach we discover 
from its florid colour; from its being rejected 
by coughing instead of vomiting, and in 
smaller quantity than happens in the latter 
case. It may proceed from a faulty contor- 
mation of the lungs; from the obstruction of 
customary evacuations; from inflammation, 
falls, bruises, and violent exertions, as run- 
ning, coughing, &c. - ”

This disorder first approaches 
with languor and anxiety, disturbed sleep, 
frightful dreams, startings, spasms, sighing, 
and a propensity to solitude: at length pains 
begin to choot from the bitten part up to the 
throat, with a sensation of choaking and an 
horror at the sight! of water, or other 
liquids; frequently a vomiting of bilious mat- 
ter takes place, with fever, heat, watching

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the voice hoarse and the thirst importunate, 
to these succeed foaming at the mouth, de.

HyroCHoNDRIASIS. Indolence, tremors,

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the heart and spasmodic pains in the head. 
A certain state of intellect also takes place 
and charaQerizes the complaint; this consists 


in despondency, lowness of spirits, dread of 


dying, want of resolution, a disposition to 
seriousness and timidity, apprehension of fu- 
ture evil, disquietude on the slightest indispo- 
sition, and a firm persuasion of present mis- 
fortune and approaching calamity. 

The removal of the symptoms above enu- 
merated, by gentle laxatives, carminatives, 
bitters, absorbents, antispasmodics and opiates, 


varied according to circumstances, must be 
sufficiently obvious: the chief indication, 


however, is to overcome the mental affection 


that aggravates the disorder and constitutes 


so great a part of it; this is only to be done 
by such exercise, amuse ment and company 


as may withdraw the attention of the patient 


from his own melancholy reflections; and 
perhaps the prosecution of a long journey is 
the most effectual mode of MD. a it 
this objet.

HrsrERIA. The paroxysms of this disease 
commence by some pain and fulness in the left 
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side of the belly, from whence a ball seems to 
ascend through the stomach to the throat, 
where by its pressure on the larynx, a sense 
of Strangulation i is induced: at length a de- 
gree of stupor and insensibility supervene, 
accompanied with various convulsive motions 
in the limbs and trunk of the body, and 
sometimes a repeated striking on the breast 
with one hand: after several remissions and 
renewals of these symptoms they disappear 
and leave the patient in an apparent state of 
insensibility, which, however, is gradually 
recovered from, but without any recollection 


of what passed during the fit. These pa- | 
roxysms are apt for some time to be renewed; 
and during the intervals several involuntary 


motions take place with alternate fits of 
laughing and crying, as also false imagi- 
nations, and frequently some degree of 
delirium. 
During the ſit, cold air should be freely 
admitted, the legs may be immersed in warm 
water, volatile salts and fetids applied to the 
nostrils, and cold water sprinkled on the 
face and breast. To prevent their recur- 
rence, attention should be paid to the state

slon, & e. corrected. If the disorder is excited 
by grief or debilitating passions, exercise and 
cheerful company are to be resorted to; if from 
relaxation of the system, tonics and bitters; 
if from irritability, antispasmodies; if from 
plethora, venesection. In general the disease 
is to be removed by avoiding costiveness; by 
gentle exercise and amusement; by dispelling 
care and anxious thoughts; by obviating 
dyspeptic symptoms; by tonics, as bark, cha- 
lybeates, exercise, cold bathing, & c. and by 
antispasmodics.

It is fre- 
quently attended with inflammation, intro- 
susception of the intestine and vomiting of 
stercoraceous matter, which last depends on 
an inversion of the peristaltic motion through- 
out the length of the alimentary canal, and 
appearing more clearly from liquids injected 
by the anus being thrown out by the mouth. - 
All the remedies prescribed in Colic are 
to de diligently employed here, bleeding 
repeatedly if indicated by inflammation or a 
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strangulated rupture; stimulating glysters, or 
the smoke of tobacco may be blown into the 
rectum, and cathartics, joined with opium, 
given by the mouth. In some cases crude 
quieksilver is recommended in doses of two 
or three ounces every second hour, till it 
takes effect, continuing the other medicines. 
If Hernia accompanies the disease, reduc. 
tion should not be attempted till the more 
urgent symptoms are in some measure alle- 
viated.

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ſomentations, the semicupium and gentle 
diuretics: if it proceeds from spasm, order 
opiates, warm bathing and terebinthinate 
glysters; if from gravel or stone, treat as 
under those articles. In some obstinate cases 
the introduction of bougies is of considerable 
service, but if all these means fail, as will 
sometimes happen when the bladder being 
ſull is affected with spasm, inflammation, 
paralysis, the pressure of the womb in preg- 
nancy, &c. the water must be occasionally 
drawn off by the catheter till the indisposition 
be removed by some of the remedies above 
pointed out. In all cases the bowels should

contageous disease and makes its appearance

The several species of this disease demand 
the exhibition of mercurials, in proportion to 
the urgency of the symptoms, joined with 
diaphoretics, warm bathing and decoctions 
of sarsaparilla, mezerion, & c. This course 
Should be persisted in for several weeks, 
abstaining from salted meat or other indiges- 
tible food: afterwards prescribe sea bathing, 
the bark, exercise, and a milk diet.

PxEUMONTA. Pneumonic inflammation has 
been differently distinguished according to 
the part principally affected. When the in- 
flammation seizes the Pleura, it has been 
called Pleurisy; when the affection is in the 
cellular texture of the jungs, Peripneumony ; 
and when in that part of the pleura covering 
the upper surface of the diaphragm, Para- 
Phrenitis These distinctions, however, are 
of little consequence in practice, nor are 
they clearly to be discerned from any variety 
in the symptoms. These are commonly py- 
rexia, strong and quick pulse, though some- 
times weak at first and rising on bleeding; 
diſticulty of breathing, particularly in inspi-

RHeUMATISM. There are two species of this 
disease, the acute and the chronic.” The first 
MI. 
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is attended with pyrexia, full and hard pulse, 
Pains affecting chiefly the larger joints, as 
the shoulders, hips, knees, & c. and shifting 
or shooting from one joint to another along 
the course of the muscles; ; the pains are more 
violent in the night, and are increased by 
external heat, but they suffer some remission 
when the joints become affected with red- 
ness or swelling; some sweating occurs at 
the commencement of this disease, but in 
this stage it seldom affords relief; the urine 
is generally high coloured, and the blood 
when drawn exhibits an inflammatory crust, 
Rheumatism is considered of the chronic kind 
when the pains continue fixed after the 
pyrexia and inflammation have disappeared, 
and when the affected joints are without red- 
ness, are stiff, feel cold and eipalh 
relieved by heat. 
In acute cases, blood- letting, purging with 
neutral salts, refrigerants, and every part of 
the antiphlogistic regimen will be proper; 
topical. bleedings may also be advised, and 
when the pains are much confined to one 
part, they may be relieved by friction, with 
linimentum saponis compositum, linimentum 
ammoniæ, or the application of. blisters: 
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after proper evacuations a diaphoresis ma y 
be promoted by such methods as will afford 
the least stimulus. Opiates should be ayoided 
except when so directed as to procure per- 
spiration, as in the pulvis ipecacuanhæ com- 
positus. In the cure of chronic rheumatism, 
all evacuations, except by blistering, are un- 
necessary: the internal remedies may be 
volatile salts, warm resinous substances, as 
guaiacum or other proper diaphoretic; to 
these may be added, if necessary, small 
doses of calomel, continued some time: ex- 
ternally much benefit may be derived from 
frictions with the flesh brush, flannels, or 
volatile liniments, from electricity, and the 
application of blisters or warm plasters.

out any affection of the throat, the antiphlo- 


gistic regimen, with plentiful dilution, will 
commonly remove at. In the more violent 
cases, if inflammatory symptoms run high, ac- 


companied with fulness and hardness of the 


pulse, blood- letting may be cautiously em- 


ployed; but in general it will be sufficient to 


cup and scarify between the shoulders; then 
order vomits, or nauseating doses of emetics, 
saline draughts, gentle laxatives, glysters, mild 
diaphoretics and blisters to the back or throat. 
If putrid symptoms arise, give the Peruvian 
bark and snake-root with wine or other cor- 
dials, In every stage of this disease detergent 
eargles should be constantly employed. See 
Cynanche Maligna.

BCcROPHULA. Its first appearance is with small 
schirrus moveable tumors of the conglobate or 
lymphatic glands under the chin, behind the 
ears or on the sides of the neck; these gra- 
dually increase in size, and at length form one 
or more large swellings, which after continuing 
for a certain time, break and discharge a 
sanies mixed with a kind of curdly matter. 
This disease often affects the joints of 
the elbows, ankles, fingers and toes with an 
uniform swelling surrounding them and in- 
terrupting their motions. It seizes also other 


parts of the body, causing inflammation in 
the eyes, ulcerations in the eye lids and fiſtula 
lachrymalis in the canthi; sometimes it attacks 
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the groins, armpits and breasts, or affects some 
internal part, as the lungs, liver, or mesen- 
teric glands, producing an hectic fever, 
phthisis, or general emaciation. It may occur 
at any period of life, but generally between 
the third and seventh year. 
Prescribe hemlock in powder, or its in- 
spissated juice, with Peruvian bark and cold 
bathing; gentle laxatives, or sea water 
drank in such quantity as may render it ape- 
rient. A variety of remedies are proposed, 
but none can be certainly depended on: mer- 
curial and antimonial alteratives, madder, and 
a decoction of coltsfoot, or the expressed juice, 
have occasionally been of service. A dis- 
cussion of the tumors before they suppurate 
may also be attempted by external means, as 
washing them with a solution of acetated 
cerusse, acetated water of ammonia, or rub- 
bing them with a little unguentum hydrargyri. 
Should they suppurate apply nothing but 
warm flannel, and when they break dress with 
unguentum resin flave, and if fungus flesh 
appears add a little hydrargyrus.nitratus ruber, 
or sprinkle the sores with powder of burnt 
alum, Cloths dipped in cold water may be 
applied to the sores and constantly renewed, 
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dressing at night with some mild plaster or 
ointment.

ScuRvyY. Lassitude, inactivity, despondency, 
difficult respiration, fetid breath, fungus putrid] 
gums which bleed on the slightest pressure, 
countenance bloated, sallow or of a leaden 
hue, hæmorrhagies from the nose or other 
parts, caries of the teeth, swelling of the legs 
with yellow or purple spots thereon, accom- 
panied with tumors, foul ulcers and scaly 
eruptions over the body; pains occur in various 
parts; at length debility and hectic fever su- 
pervene, and the fatal event 1s ushered in by 
dysentary, colliquative diarrhea, dropsy or 
mortification. 

As this disease generally arises from the 
long use of salted flesh meat, the only etffectual 
cure is a total abstinence from animal ſood 
and the employment of an acescent and ve-W 
getable diet, which quickly restores the patient 
to his ordinary health. When this regimen 
cannot be complied with, recourse may be 
had to crystals of tartar, vinegar, pickles, 
spruce beer, cyder, infusion of malt, fresh 
wort or liquids impregnated with fixed alt. 
The medicines may be of the tonic kind, as 
Peruvian bark, chalybeates and bitters: ulcers 
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may be dressed with lint dipped into a de- 
coction of bark, and swellings with stiffness 
of the joints removed by vapour baths, or 
ſomentations with warm vinegar. The state 
of the gums should be attended to, and their 
unfavourable appearance corrected by acidu-

there arise chancres on the genitals, followed

TgTANUS. A painful stiffness and contraction

If they are pendulous they may be removed

Werp. This fever occurs at different periods

tendinum. It is to be distinguished from 
after pains by the pain being constant.

Bleed and prescribe gentle laxatives with 
emollient glysters and ſomentations of the 
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abdomen; acidulated-drinks should be given, 
and nitre or other refrigerant, together with 
the employment of the antiphlogistic regime. 
If suppuratian takes place, the discharge of 
the matter may be facilitated by injecting 
warm water into the vagina and uterus. - 


Worms, Nausea or vomiting, pain in the 


stomach, or intestines, emaciation, whitish 
turbid urine, itching of the nose, fetid breath, 
paleness of the countenance, starting in the 
sleep, grinding of the teeth, sometimes fever 
and not unfrequently convulsions. The Asa- 
rides produce tenesmus and itching about the 
anus: the Tuwnia, a sensation as if a ball was 
rolling in the belly, and the Lumbrici, a 
griping about the navel. 

Give powdered tin, or fern root, with 
purges of jalap and calomel. For the Asca- 
rides injeet by the anus olive oil, a solution 


of aloes, or throw up the smoke of tobacco. 
Many remedies are extolled for the expulsion 
of worms, but they are most effectually 
removed by drastic purges. If fever arises 


it may be necessary to bleed and blister; 
but circumstances must in this case direct 


the practice. When the disorder is overeome, 
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order the Peruvian bark, chalybeates or other 


tonics. e 8 
Wovunvps. If any of the large blood vessels 
are divided, apply ligatures, if convenient, 


and proper styptics. If a nerve, tendon, or 
artery is wounded, an entire division should 
be made to obviate the delirinm or conyul- 
sions that may supervene. In other cases it 
will be sufficient to draw the lips of the 
wound together with sticking plaster, or the 
stitch, dressing with lint, which, in case of 


bleeding, may be dipped in tinctura benzoes 


composita, and the whole may be covered 
with some mild ointment. Bleeding or purging 


may be necessary if fever arises, and in case 


of inflammation, apply emollient poultices 
with fomentations. If fungus flesh or gan- 
grene take place, treat as under those articles. 
Sometimes it may be requisite to increase 
the tone of the system by tonics, and to sup- 
port the patient with wine or other cordials. 
EAST. Antiseptic; half an ounce or an ounce 
two or three times a day in milk, beer, or 
other proper vehicle. Recommended in
